Applicant's main argument is that Levine does not teach a thin print server that is defined in the specification to lack unnecessary software 
or hardware features related to other general purpose network servers or computers or a physical user interface as well as various input 
devices. However, the proxy server taught by Levine is not disclosed to include a physical user interface, various input devices, or 
unnecessary software or hardware features. Therefore, Examiner maintains that the server taught by Levine coincides with the definition 
of a thin print server as provided by the Applicant, as it is the examiner's duty to interpret the claims as broadly as possible. 

Applicant further argues that Mansbery is not a valid reference as Applicant finds the subject of Mansbery irrelevant to the subject of the 
instant application. Applicant also states that Mansbery states nothing whatsoever about printing and does not teach a "thin print server". 
However, as Examiner cited in previous office action, Column 4, lines 1-5 state the following: 

"... are equipped with "Thin Servers". These so called "Thin-Servers are appliance-like devices that control home computer/print 
networks, Internet connections..." 

Examiner maintains that the above cited disclosure is sufficient to suggest a thin print servers that are remotely controlled. The word 
"control" suggests administration and management as claimed by the Applicant as well.. 
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
